Ivtr.  Chairman,  Ladies  cS:  Gentlemen, 

It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  ending  31st  December  I960,  this  being  the  14th  iminual 
Report  which  I have  been  privileged  to  submit. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  resident  population  as  estimated  by 
the  Registrar  General  has  again  increased  from  18,540  in  1959  to 
18,580  in  i960.  (in  I9OO  the  estimated  robident  population  was  10,332; . 

The  population  however,  according  to  the  I96I  Census  is  in  fact  19,746 
and  shows  an  increase  of  2,518  on  the  1951  Census,  wiiich  represents  a 
14.6^  increase  during  the  last  intercensal  period. 

The  standardised  live  birth  rate  of  15.0  was  sliglitly  higher  than 
that  for  the  previous  year  (I4. 3)  and  the  standardised  death  rate  of  12,6 
was  also  hi^er  than  that  for  1959  (l0.9)  and  v/as  higher  than  that  for 
England  & V/ales  as  a v/hole  (ll.5). 

Regarding  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases,  a total  of  180 
were  notified  - the  majority  of  which  were  measles.  Scarlet  Fever 
accounted  for  7 of  the  notifications  but  these  were  all  very  mild 
and  little  more  than  a mild  sore  throat  and  faint  rash. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  no  cases  of  dysentery  or 
of  Polionyelitis  notified  during  the  year.  The  vaccination  prograirme 
against  the  latter  disease  was  continued  during  the  year  and  practically 
lOO^o  of  the  school  children  are  now  protected  against  the  disease. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  continued  to  decline, 
hovrever,  6 deaths  attributable  to  this  disease  occiurred  during  the  year, 

I feel  that  this  report  would  not  be  coipplete  without  a reference 
to  the  disastrious  flooding  which  occurred  on  tw'o  occasions  Li  the  labter 
part  of  the  year  to  the  low  lying  residential  part  of  the  tov/n  and  at 
Appendix  "A"  I have  included  a short  description  of  the  events,  vd.th 
particular  reference  to  the  part  the  Public  Health  Dt,pdrtment  had  to  play. 

It  is  with  some  satisfaction  that  I can  record  that  although  there 
were  some  1,000  houses  and  numerous  shops  inundated  wi'ch  muady  flood 
water,  there  occurred  no  cases  of  communicable  disease  such  as  dysentery, 
typhoid  etc,  , virhich  could  be  ascribed  to  the  flooding. 

That  spirit  of  conradeship  which  becomes  manifest  iii  times  of 
emergency  which  is  so  characteristic  of  the  Britisii  people  did  much  to 
lessen  the  plight  of  those  affected,  and  I cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the 
great  help  and  willing  assistance  ’which  so  many  people  in  so  many  wallos  of 
life  rendered  during  those  troubled  days.  The  Council  has  already  acknov/- 
ledged  with  gratitude  the  help  given  by  so  many  public  spirited  bodies,  but 
I v/ould  particularly  refer  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  llr.  Humphries,  your 
Engineer  and  his  staff,  Ivtr.  Cochrane  and  IVIr.  ,.:i.shton,  your  Treasurer  and 
Housing  Officer  respectively  and  all  the  meiiibers  of  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  who  worked  so  conscientiously  aid  tirelessly  both  day 
and  niyit  during  the  critical  da^/s  on  both  occasions. 

Furthermore,  I wish  to  place  on  record  that  without  the  magnificent 
co-operation  of  the  then  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  and  especially 
the  "Emergency  Works  Committee"  under  the  able  leadership  of  Councillor 
H.  Jarvis  Graves,  the  emergency  measures  which  ./ere  so  neceas.ary  and 
immediate  could  not  have  been  accoixplished  in  so  short  a space  of  time  as 
in  fact  they  were.

It  .^.pioarod 
that  the  ijiiuediate  probie:.*  was  one  of  investigating  the  plight 
of  the  mfortunate  occupants  of  the  flooaed  arer^s.  fhe  depth 
of  water  however  pi'ccluded  the  u.^e  of  vehicles  odier  'chan  bo<u.ts^ 
or  uiie  i.to/o.1  lla-ine  3 ton  Gi-.a'ioport  carriers  ^ so  \/itn  the  Stid  of' 
the  luperi.steadent  of  the  locai  police  headquarters,  t~,vo  such 
motor  v'-ehicles  v/ere  obtainca,  together  with  some  30  .i.oyal  haimne 
personnel.  Ihe  t.’elfare  Offico-r  an  one  of  these  vehicles  aid 
uyself  in  another,  we  toured  the  n-ea.  In  order  to  avoid 
unnecessary  wash  and  to  prevent  stalling  of  the  traiispords ' 
engi.ies,  progress  was  nccessoa'ilj  slow,  it  tricing  over-  1 hour 
to  complete  each  tour,  ‘Touring  of  the  area  v/as  continued  tiiroughout 
the  hours  of  darkness. 

The  obji  cts  of  touring  the  area  were: 

1.  To  give  moral  sup^nrt  to  the  huiabitants  of  the  oa-ea  who  in

3.  To  enquire  wliether  there  i/as  any  srsecial  iiaaediate  help 
required. 

4.  To  request  i.iidDitants  to  boil  .ill  inter  befoi-e  usang  it 
for  drinicing  , teeti:  cleaning  etc. 

In  the  da,  s that  f ollov>'ed  and  as  the  -./ater  receded,  cleaning 
and  dryin  of  the  houses  presented  'che  biggest  problem.  Bearing 
in  liiind  Ghit  "che  flood  'waters  were  heavii'-  laden  with  silt  and 
light  humus  -nd  tint  the  v/ater  lay  in  the  area  for  some  24-48 
hours,  the  resulting  deposit  v.'as,  i. i most  areas  of  some  2”  in 
depth. 

However,  with  'che  aid  of  studencs  from  the  nolle  College 
Exmouth  and  ii.embers  of  the  I.i'.O,  Royal  harines,  the  mud  ms 
clsarea  from  the  houses  ana  off  the  streets,  ^he  drains  cleaned 
and  furniture  i^hich  iud  beai  sgioilt  was  dumped  on  xhe  gjaveinents 
and  reraoved  by  lorry  to  'the  Council' s Refuse  Tip  at  kitliycombe. 

At  the  stage  when  cleanii'ig  of  houses  had  become  practicable, 
t'wo  lorries  toured  bhe  area  issuing;  concentrated  disann  octant  to 
the  householders,  laber  ''posts"  'were  set  up  and  suitably  manned 
for  the  issue  of  disiiifectant . 


The  nexG  big  problem  vns  one  of  drying- out  the  houses  and 
to  add  this,  some  20  Comet  Butane  gas  hot-air  dr/ers  were  obtained 
and  put  i.i'GO  use.  Lacer,  4 Trojan  dryers  which  were  much  larger 
and  nme  efficient  ohan  biie  Comets  were  brought  into  use.  -hi^ 
drying-out  process  was  of  necessity  a lengthy  one,  bearing  in 
mind  that  at  least  2 hours  vvas  required  fox'  each  house.  Even  so 
the  effect  of  these  nuicliincs  \/as  confined  to  the  dryirig  of  the 
surface  of  v'.'alls  and  floors  and  it  wall  be  Xiony  iiionths  before 
tlxo  w'ails  Vi/ill  be  sufficiently  dry  to  allow  of  satisfactory  x'e- 
de coration. 


The  dryint,  of  Ccorpets  also  presented  a difficult  jjrobleni 
and  \vas  solved  only  wacn  the  ol'fer  o;i  the  peart  or  the  South 
T.'estern  Gas  .Ooajrd  to  use  the  .rs  vorns  at  Idxete..  was  taken  up. 
Ive^i'tually  tiicse  .ories  . ere  .-.cceptin^  up  to  3-0  carpets  each  day. 
But  'cho  collection;  labellii'.p  ana  firncL  delivering  to  the  Ovciex's 
homes  constxtuted  a bij^^  task.

brook  had  overflowed  its  boJiics  .and  become  •.  torrent  30  yarns  v/iae 
demolishing  bria^e  wells ; ;_m:'den  v/olls,  a g.arage  and  a t^aephone 
kiosk.

On  tne  other  hand,  uecoraing  to  bhe  Pevon  County  Council 
Diso-Ster  Plan  (x,t  leaxit  in  respect  of  medical  arraiig  eii,ents;  the 
Chief  Const<able  oi'-  his  locsd  officer  should  be  in  control. 

It  is  obvious  that  c. n.  will  hnxe  to  agree  which  of  these  two 
officers  six)uid  .^.ssume  the  inicial  coiiraond  of  the  situation.
